DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 and 1 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After further search and consideration of Applicant's amendment field on 08/04/2010, it 
is agreed that the prior art of record fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, the 
limitations: "wherein a deuteron beam having an energy equal or smaller than 3.5 MeV is 
generated; wherein at least a part of surfaces exposed to the charged particles of the vacuum 
chamber, the acceleration electrodes, and/or the extraction electrode is made of a material 
including an element having atomic number larger than copper" as claimed in claim 1 . It is for 
this reason in combination with all the other limitations in the independent claim 1, that claims 1- 
7 and 1 1-18 are allowable over prior art of record.
